I regret that the convention oon- 
luded between myself aud the President of 
the United States for the adjustm ent of the

The tempo­ 
rary arrangements, however, which have 
been adopted will, I trust, prevent any imme­ 
diate inconvenience arising from this decision. 
The conference which lias been held on the 
subject of the bounties upon sugar for ex­ 
port lias beeu brought to a satisfactory issue 
by the conclusion of a convention for their 
abolition, which has been signed by the rep­ 
resentatives of most of the sugar producing 
countries. 
The restoration of Egypt to a 
coudition of political and financial security 
has been for the time interrupted by an at­ 
tem pt ot the Soudanese to possess themselves

The statistics of the General Land Office 
show that during the fiscal year ended June 
30. 18.88, the g overnment disposed of 1(5.319,- 
070 acres of the public domain under the 
homestead, pre-emption and forest laud laws. 
This would m ake 163.190 farms of 100 acres 
each, capable of supporting not less than oue 
million people. 
The amount disposed of in 
the last eig ht years is 124.000.000 acres, 
which means probably an addition to the 
population of not less than 7,000,000. 
The g reatest prog ress has been made in the 
Northwest. 
In 1hc eig ht years mentioned 


59 .804.000 acres have been disposed of in 
Nebraska, Minnesota. Wisconsin and Iowa, 
and in Dakota, Montana and Wyoming terri­ 
tories. 
In Kansas, Missouri, Colorado and 
New Mexico 29,768.000 acres were sold and 
located; in California, Oreg on. Nevada, and 
the territories of Washing ton, Idaho, L tab 
and Arizona 19,000,000 acres, and in A rkan­ 
sas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, F lor­ 
ida and Texas 13,000,000 acres. 
This was 
g overnment land. 
In the same time the land 
g rant railroads have sold 18,000.000 acres, 
m aking a g rand total of 142,000.000 acres or 
222,055 sq uare miles, an area nearly five times 
as g reat as that of New York, and twice as 
larg e as Great Britain and Ireland. 
The sing ular fact about this g rowth is that 
no state of the East is drained by it. 
The 
vote at the late election showed that with the 
exception of Maine and Delaware and a few' 
states of the South where the vote is not an 
index of the population, the g rowth and 
prog ress of the country have been liberally 
distributed everywhere. 
The cause is due 
principally to our enormous 
immig ration 
from Europe. 
During the last eig ht years 
4.250.000 of these immig rants have landed 
upon 
our sho'res. 
W hile 
many 
objec­ 
tionable 
persons 
have 
come, 
the 
immense absorption and settlement of our 
Western lands proves that the bulk of them 
arc brave, hardy and industrious. 
These do 
not tarry in our g reat cities, but move on to 
the fertile and open lands of the West. 
The more of these who come, the better it 
will bo for the nation. 
In a few yours the 
maining arable lands will he disposed of. 
Then it will be in order to annex Canada and 
Mexico, and take under our flag the W 
Indies and Sandwich Islands.

MR. RANDALL SPEAKS OUT. 


Mr. R&ndall was remarkably silent during 
the campaign. 
He might have given much 
“ aid and comfort ” to Mr. Cleveland if he 
had taken the stump and tried to smooth over 
the message and the Mills bill to protectionist 
audiences in New York as he did in 1884, 
but the alarming condition of his health dis­ 
abled him, if it did not quicken bis con­ 
science. 
lie kept still, and his silence was 
valuable. 
It was accepted as a certain sign 
that he was not in favor of the re-election of 
Mr. Clevelaud, and also that he regarded the 
Mills bill as a dangerous measure. 
He was 
re-elected to Congress in a protectionist dis 
trict by * practically unanimous vote, on the 
same day that Mr. Cleveland was defeated 


and a majority of Democratic candidates for 
Congress were elected to stay at home. 
Mr. Hand all has now found his voice. 
He 
no longer sees the Cleveland club flourished 
above his head, or feels the grip of Win. L. 
Scott upon the throat of the state organiza­ 
tion, of which he had been for many years 
prior to 1887 the acknowledged head. 
The 
fall of Cleveland elevates him to his old place 
in the counsels of his party and in Congress. 
He docs not appear to be less a Democrat 
than when he was Speaker, for it is known 
that he laid aside his tariff views on election 
day and voted the Democratic ticket straight 
through from top to bottom. 
But he lias 
been talking to the editor of the Atlanta Con­ 
stitution whom he met in “Washington.

be done now ? ” he said: “ The onl\ thing to 
bt done is for the leaders of advanced thought 
and practical ideas to buckle on their arm or 
and make an aggressive tight in Georgia in­ 
side the party lines for the adoption of a pio- 
tective policy that would invite capital and 
develop the resources of the state, and not to 
permit the tariff for revenue-only men to 
check the progress of the South and handicap 
the Democrats.” 
Mr. Randall stated a fac 
which not many Democrats are willing to 
adm it—“that the popular verdict of the peo 
pie was against Mr. Cleveland’s message and 
the Mills hill.” 
And he expressed disgust 
that in defiance of this “ popular verdict" the 
free traders or low tariff men in Congress 
seemed desirous of keeping up the fight. He 
said that if the Democratic party is to win 
four years hence the protectionists m ust or 
ganize within the party and make an aggres 
sive tight against these free traders. 
This is the Randall program tor 1892 
he had anticipated the defeat of Cleveland is 
there any doubt that he would have led such 
a movement in 18*481 Then the ground 
wouVl have been cleared for the coming bat 
tie. 
Kow it is yet to l>e done after the battle 
has been lost. The Randall progrant involves 
a division of the party that canuot easily 1 
healed.

HOW THE WEST GROWS. 


The statistics of the General Land Office 
show that during the tisi al year ended June 
30. 1888, the government disposed of 10.319,- 
070 acres of the public domain under the 
homestead, pre-emption and forest land laws. 
This would make 103,190 farms of 100 acres 
each, capable of supporting not less than one 
million people. 
The amount disposed of in 
the last eight years is 124.000.000 acres, 
which means probably an addition to the 
population of not less than 7,000,000. 
The greatest progress has been made in the 
Northwest. 
In the eight years mentioned 
59.804.000 acres have been disposed of in 
Nebraska, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Iowa, 
and in Dakota, Montana and Wyoming terri­ 
tories. 
Iu Kansas, Missouri, Colorado and 
New Mexico 29.708.000 acres were sold and 
located; in California, Oregon. Nevada, and 
the territories of Washington, Idaho, Utah 
and Arizona 19,000,000 acres, and in Arkan­ 
sas, I/Ouisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, F lor­ 
ida and Texas 18,000,000 acres. 
This was 
government land. 
In the same time the land 
grant railroads have sold 18.000.000 acres, 
making a grand total of 142,000,000 acres or 
222,055 square miles, an area nearly five times 
as great as that of New York, and twice as 
large as Great Britain and Ireland. 
The singular fact about this growth is that 
no state of the East is draiued by it. 
The 
vote at the late election showed that with the 
exception of Maine and Delaware and a fewr 
states of the South where the vote is not an 
index of tlie population, the growth and 
progress of the country have been liberally 
distributed everywhere. 
The cause is due 
principally to our enormous immigration 
from Europe. 
During the last eight years 
4.250.000 of these immigrants have landed 
upon 
our shores. 
While 
many 
objec­ 
tionable 
persons 
have 
come, 
the 
immense absorption and settlement of our 
Western lands proves that the bulk of them 
are brave, hardy and industrious. 
These do 
not tarry in our great cities, but move on to 
the fertile and open lands of the West. 
The more of these who come, the better it 
will be for the nation. 
In a few years the re­ 
maining arable lands will be disposed of. 
Then it will be in order to annex Canada and 
Mexico, and take under our flag the West 
Indies and Sandwich Islands.

Art. xv ii., 
pp. 820, 832, 12 m o., “ the best way to kill a 
bad law is to enforce it,” so he will make all 
men who lose an election bet pay up until 
they learn to quit betting . 
But as an ev i­ 
dence of the J u stice’s a g ility, in his chase 
after these six m en, ev en w ith the lum bago 
on him, he jum ped ov er three logs, four feet 
in diameter, and up the side of a hill. 
He 
did not crack his feet tog ether twice, as Mr. 
Schoonmaker did, but cracked the heads of 
two of tlie men.

MORE ABOUT JUSTICE RUSSBOTTOM. 


T h e “ A lb a n y T im e s ” E d it o r ia lly C o m m e n ts 
O n a “ F r e e m a n ” N e w s I te m . 
(From the Albany Times.] 
T h e K in g s to n F r e e m a n informs us that 
Peter Schoonmaker, of n neighboring town­ 
ship, is 71 years old, and among his “ nccctn- 
plishmeuts” is the feat of jum ping up and 
striking his feet together twice before touch­ 
ing the ground after walking five miles to 
aud from his work and pitching hay all day. 
This physical agility seems to be considered 
temarkahle tiling by our contem porary,but 
our esteemed friend 
Justice 
Russboltom, 
who is now in his seventy-fourth year, and 
who resides within the bailiwick 
of the 
Kingston paper, lias many more remarkable 
accomplishments of that kind, besides a men­ 
tal capacity which,for different achievements 
of a varying order, is probably without a 
parallel anywhere iu the State. He lias lately 
liad the lumbago, which confined him to his 
bed so closely that he could not get out doors 
to vote for the Democratic candidate for Presi- 
sident, a duty which lie had not neglected 
since 1832, when, although only 18 years old 
at the time, lie voted twico for General Jack­ 
son. 
But his lumbago disappeared some two 
weeks ago, an occasion—as he informs us— 
made memorable by the fact that on that day 
he collected $25 that he had won on Hill,and 
had complaints entered in a brother Justice’s 
office in a neighboring town against six per­ 
sons who had declined to pay up about $125 
more that they owed him under similar con­ 
ditions. 
The Justice remarked on ihe occa­ 
sion that he was determined to put dow n this 
wide spiending evil of election bettimr, and 
os Lord Chief Justice Monklon has so ably 
saiii in his commentaries. Sec. II. Art. xvii., 
pp. 820, 832, 12 mo., “ the best way to kill a 
bad law is to enforce it,” so he will make all 
men who lose an election bet pay up until 
they learn to quit betting. 
But as an evi­ 
dence of the Justice’s agility, in liis cliasc 
after these six meu, even with the lumbago 
on him. he jumped over three logs, four feet 
iu diameter, and up tbe side of a hill. 
He 
lid not crack bis feet together twice, as Mr. 
Schoonmaker did, but cracked the beads of 
two of die men.

At 1:30 o’clock Suuday m orning, a three- 
story brick building, corner of Bowery and 
Furnace streets, Kingston, owned hy W illiam 
H. W hittak er, was destroy ed by tire. 
A 
portiou of the first floor and the basement 
was occupied by Alonzo Mark le as a grocery 
store and the remainder of the building as 
apartm ents by four families, as follows. 
By ron W hittak er, son of the owner, wife and 
child, fqst floor; Charles Fanning, ex press 
agent, wife and child, second floor; Mrs. W il­ 
liam Patterson, and A. Goldsm ith and wife 
the third floor. 
Mr. Goldsmith and wife are 
in Long Branch, N. J., on a visit. 
Their 
six children were left in care of a Mrs. Eliza 
Ann VanEtten and her grandson, W alter 
Ostrander. 
Alonzo M ark le’s store was soon in a sheet 
of flame after the report of the first ex plosion 
had been heard by residents near hy . 
It was 
saitl that the tire was caused by red-hot coals 
being scattered over the store, the stove 
having hurst, presumably from gas. 
The sec­ 
ond retx >rt was produced by a tank tilled with 
k erosene oil ex ploding. An alarm was sound­ 
ed and firemen hastened to the scene, but tlie 
flames had gained such headway nothing 
could 1 h> done to save the building. 
It had 
burned only a short time when the second ex 
plosion occurred, which sent the front wall 
crashing into the street. 
Two buildings, one 
occupied by W illiam H. W hittak er, Jr., in 
the rear of the store, and one by F. Eighmey , 
immediately across tho street, were m dan­ 
ger, hut were saved by energetic efforts. Mr. 
W hittak er, presuming that the rear wall of 
the burning building would fall upon his 
house and crush it, removed his goods and 
family to a place of safety . 
The wall, how­ 
ever. remained intact. 
Some of the circumstances attending this 
fire were of ti distressing character. 
'1 he 
night was bitter cold, and the men, women 
anil children who were driven to the street 
almost nak ed, were ex posed to the severity of 
the weather. By ron W hittak er was awak ened 
!>y the roaring of the flames. 
His room was 
full of smok e. 
Springing out of bed, he 
found the floor so hot he could scarcely 
stand upon it. 
He told his wife to run for 
her life, and tak ing his baby in his arms,clad 
only in his shirt, he ran out of doors and 
across the street and left the child with a 
neighbor. 
lie lost, besides his clothing and 
household furniture, a gold watch fund $100 
iu money . 
Mr. Fanning was awak ened at 
the same time by the noise of the tire ttnd the 
smell of s.nok e. He, too, had barely time to 
escape with his wife and child, leaving 
every thing behind. 
He lik ewise lost a gold 
watch and other valuables. The occupants of 
the third floor were aroused and rushed down 
the narrow stairway . 
W hen they reached the 
street Mrs. VanEtten noticed that one of Mr. 
Goldsmith's children was missing. Site made 
this k nown to those around her. At that timg 
the walls or the building were apparently 
ready to 
fall. 
Men hesitated to venture 
to the rescue. 
Mrs. V anEtten ran into the 
building, found tlie little child groping in 
the smok e ready to drop from suffocation, 
and returned with it in her arms, an act 
which called forth adm iration. 
She is 65 
y ears old. 
These little children, hare footed 
tint! stiff with cold, were tak en to the house 
of Mr Eighmev and put in lied. When Mrs. 
VanEtten went to stay with the Goldsmith 
children, during the absence of their parents, 
she took with her the belter part of her w ard­ 
robe, fearing otherwise 
that it might 
Ik* 
stolen. 
It 
was all 
burned. 
She 
was 
injured hy inhaling smok e, when she went 
after the child, ami lies in a critical condi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Goldsmith and Mrs. Patterson lost 
all their clothing and household furniture. 
A feature of the tire was the lack of hose. 
Hose carts were run to the tire without hose. 
It was said tlmt much of the hose in the up­ 
per portion of the City , having been used the 
previous morning at the Sleight fire, was fro­ 
zen, and not in tit condition to tak e out. 
WHAT A CORRESPONDENT SAYS. 
A correspondent, in writing to T he F k e e- 
man about the fire, say s: 
"O n Friday , Alonzo Mark le had a fall, 
which dislocated Iris shoulder and prevented 
him from attending to business. 
On Satur­ 
day night the store was closed by George 
Mark le, sou of the proprietor. 
His sister, 
Bertha, was with him. 
He say s he closed the 
store as usual, tit about 10:40 o’clock . 
He 
shut off the drafts of the stove, made a tour 
of the premises, and found every thing ‘all 
right.’ 
Alonzo Mark le lives about a bloca 
distant from tlie store. 
He say s he heard a 
heavy report, which shook the house, and 
soon after the fire hells were rung. 
Upon 
look ing out of the window he saw the tire. 
He say s he cannot account for the ex plosion. 
Ilis store was stock ed for tlie season. 
Other 
people heard the ex plosion, and there is much 
comment. 
Some say it was caused Ity the 
bursting of the stove. 
Dy namite aud gun 
powder is spok en of.” 
WHAT ONE MAN SAYS HE SAW. 
A man residing near Union-avenue said y es­ 
terday that a few minutes before the alarm of 
fire was given he saw a man back of his 
house running as hard as he could in an op­ 
posite direction to that of W hittak er’s build­ 
ing. 
He has a strong suspicion that that man 
k new something about tlie origiu of the fire.

P rop erty W orth *1 3 ,0 0 0 W en t Up In S m oke 
T h is M orn in g—T h e In su ran ce. 
A special dispatc h to T h e F r e e m an , from 
W allk ill, 
town 
of 
Shawangunk , Ulster 
County , to-day , staled: 
"A t 
about 2:30 o’clock this morning, 
people residing in this village were startled 
hy the cry of ‘fire.’ 
Flam es were seen is­ 
suing from the W allk ill Valley Reformed 
Church. There is no fire apparatus here, and 
nothing could be done to save the building. 
The people attacted to the spot gave their 
whole nttentiqi) to Wvjng property in close 
prox imity . 
The flames were rosifipted to 
/the church edifice, the interior of which was 
.completely gutted. 
N othing is left but the 
hare brick walls. 
It is supposed the build­ 
ing was set on fire by the heater, 
'fiiere was

Grace was said by one of the ministers as 
we stood about tlie table, and being seated, 
there began a veritable feast for the cultivated 
mind.

"Yes, taste y our wine and give us a coup­ 
let in its honor,” said a phy sician of note, 
and the protests and persuasions ran arouud 
the table. 
I took the glass and held it up to the light. 
" I t is a beautiful color, what 
¡1 pity that anv- 
tliing which so pleases the ey e can injute the 
soul ! 
I cannot give y ou a couplet iu its 
honor, I can only wonder that a m other can 
dare, with her own hands, to mak e wine and 
set it before her son, and ask God’s blessing 
upon her table.” 
My hand and voice trembled, and silence 
fell on the guests, which was brok en hy the 
minister who said grace. "J a u not so sure,” 
he said, "that the reproof is unneeded to any 
of 11s. 
Some day the question of wine using 
will be the question before the American peo­ 
ple. 
The abuse of it has become so great a 
source of w rong that the women are going to 
tak e it up as bravely as this y oung lady has 
to-night, and they will force the men into 
the fray with them .” 
" I hope not in my day ,” said the hostess, 
while her ey es flashed with vex ation. 
Little 
did she dream of the sorrow which even theu 
loomed up in her horizon and which came 
thiough strong drink . 
My relatives were indignant, and 
011 our 
arrival at their home, upbraided me very 
plainly for my insult to the hostess. 
"B ut,” I said, “ they forced me to declare 
my position. I would have k ept silent if they 
had not insisted on my speak ing.” 
"A li ! but y ou did not k now that Mrs. Mer­ 
cer’s son had become fond of whisk ey while 
lie was ill, and she made the wine purposely 
for his use to k eep him from using stronger 
liquor.” 
"She thought a tiger was less dreaded 
than a lion; there she is mistak en; the tiger 
is the irrepressible man-eater; the lion captur­ 
es other game when he can.” 
“ But she k nows well that her son would 
have died ex cept for the whisk ey the doctors 
gave him.

“ We have one common enemy.” 


At 1:30 o’clock Sunday morning, a three- 
story brick building, corner of Bowery und 
Furnuce-strcets, Kingston, owned by William 
H. W hittaker, was destroyed by lire. 
A 
portiou of tlie first floor and the basement 
was occupied by Alonzo Markle as a grocery 
store and the remainder of tlie building as 
apartments by four families, as follows. 
Byron W hittaker, son of the owner, wife and 
child, first floor; Charles Fanning, express 
agent, wife and child, second floor; Mrs. W il 
liam Patterson, and A. Goldsmith nud wife 
the third floor. 
Mr. Goldsmith and wife are 
in Long Branch, N. J., on a visit. 
Their 
six children were left in care of a Mrs. Eliza 
Ann VanEtten and her grandson, W alter 
Ostrander. 
Alonzo Markle’s stoic was soon in a sheet 
of flame after the report of the first explosion 
had been heard by residents near by. 
It was 
said that tlie tire was caused by red-hot coals 
being scattered over the store, the stove 
having burst, presumably from gas. 
The sec­ 
ond report was produced by a tank filled with 
kerosene oil exploding. An alarm was sound 
ed and firemen hastened to the scene, but the 
flames had gained such headway nothing 
could lie (lone to save the building. 
It linei 
burned only a short time when the second ex 
plosion occurred, which sent the front wall 
crashing into the street. 
Two buildings, one 
occupied by William H. W hittaker, Jr., in 
the rear of the store, and one by F. Eighmey 
immediately across tlie street, were in dan 
ger, but were saved by energetic efforts. Mr 
Wliittaker, presuming that the rear wall of 
the burning building would full upon bis 
bouse and crush it, removed his goods and 
family to a place of safety. 
The wall, how 
ever, remained intact. 
Some of the circumstances attending this 
fire were of a distressing character. 
'1 he 
night was bitter cold, and tlie men, women 
and children who were driven to tlie street 
almost naked, were exposed to the severity of 
the weather. Byron Whittaker was awakened 
by the roaring of the flames. 
His room was 
full of smoke. 
Springing out of bed. lie 
found the floor so hot lie could scarcely 
stand upon it. 
He told his wife to run for 
her life, and taking his baby in his arms,clad 
only in his shirt, he ran out of doors and 
across tlie street and left the child with 
neighbor. 
He lost, besides his clothing and 
household furniture, a gold watch [and $100 
in money. 
Mr. Fanning was awakened at 
the same time by tlie noise of tlie tire and tlie 
smell of s.uoke. lie, too, had barely time to 
escape with his wife und child, leavin 
everything behind. 
He likewise lost a gold 
watch and other valuables. Tlie occupants of 
the third floor were aroused and rushed down 
the narrow stairway. 
When they reached the 
street Mrs. VanEtten noticed that one of Mr 
Goldsmith's children was missing. She made 
this known to those around her. At that timy 
the walls of the building were apparently 
ready to fall. 
Men hesitated to venture 
to the rescue. 
Mrs. VanEtten ran into the 
building, found the little child groping 
the smoke ready to drop from suffocation 
and returned with it in her arms, an act 
which called fortli admiration. 
She is 6 
years old. 
These little children, bare footed 
and stiff with cold, were taken to tlie house 
of Mr Eighmey and put in bed. W hen Mrs. 
VanEtten went to stay with tlie Goldsmith 
children, during the absence of their parents, 
she took with her the belter part of her ward­ 
robe, fearing otherwise that it might be 
stolen. 
It 
was all 
burned. 
She 
was 
injured by inhaling smoke, when she went 
after the child, and lies in a critical condi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Goldsmith and Mrs. Patterson lost 
all their clothing and household furniture. 
A feature of tlie fire was the lack of hose. 
Hose curls were run to the tire without hose. 
It was said that much of the hose in the up­ 
per portion of the City, having been used the 
previous morning at the Sleight fire, was fro­ 
zen, aud not in fit condition to take out. 
WHAT A CORRESPONDENT SAYS. 
A correspondent, in writing to T he F r ee­ 
m an about the fire, says: 
"Ou Friday, Alonzo Markle had a fall, 
which dislocated his shoulder and prevented 
him from attending to business. 
On Satur­ 
day night the store was closed by George 
Markle, sou of the proprietor. 
His sister, 
Bertha, was with him. 
lie says he closed the 
store as usual, at about 10:40 o’clock. 
He 
shut off the drafts of the stove, made a tour 
of the premises, and found everything ‘all 
right.’ 
Alonzo Markle lives about a bloca 
distant from the store. 
He says he heard a 
heavy report, which shook tlie house, and 
soon after the fire bells were rung. 
Upon 
looking out of the window he saw tlie tire. 
He says he cannot account for the explosion. 
Ilis store was stocked for tlie season. 
Other 
people heard the explosion, and there is much 
comment. 
Some say it was caused by the 
bursting of the stove. 
Dynamite aud gun 
powder is spoken of.” 
WHAT ONE MAN BAYS HE SAW. 
A man residing near Union-avenue said yes­ 
terday that a few minutes before the nlurm of 
fire was given he saw a man back of his 
house running as hard as lie could in an op­ 
posite direction to that of W hittaker’s build­ 
ing. 
He has a strong suspicion that that man 
knew something about the origin of the fire.

A n A rticle C on trib u ted by th e W .C .T . U nion 
O f R ondout. 
The following contribution has been receiv­ 
ed by T h e F r e e m a n from tlie W oman’s 
Christian Temperauce Union of R ondout; 
" h o m e m a d e w in e .” 
Some years ago I was visiting relatives in 
a Western city, and with them was invited to 
attend, at the home of a wealthy widow, a 
grand dinner-party in honor of an only sou’s 
twenty-first birthday, and of his recovery 
from a terrible injury. 
Probably 50 guests sat at the bounteous 
table. 
Guests of ronown, witty, educated, 
scientific, professional, the most popular of 
the lawyers, physicians and clergymen of the 
city were there, with a fullcom plem ent of 
cultured ladies. 
Grace was said by one of the ministers as 
we stood about the table, aud lieing seated, 
there began a veritable feast for the cultivated 
mind. 
When the time arrived, according to 
fashionable custom, a glass of wine was pour 
ed out for each truest. I chanced to be the 
first one served, aud as tlie service was wholly 
unexpected, 1 had not tlie opportunity to turn 
my glass, and as the glasses were laice, I had 
not expected them to lie used for wine. 
When all were served, the hostess said : 
expect you all to praise my wine; I made it 
myself, and this is the first time the barrel 
has been opened.” 
Smiles und pleasant appreciative words of 
approval passed around tlie table as the 
guests sipped the sparkling beverage. 
I was 
a "radical" then, although it was years be­ 
fore the "crusade,” and I was a very young 
womau to brave criticism, but my glas3 sat 
unmolested. 
"You seem to have notliintr to say, and we 
expect a bon mot from you,” said a neigh 
bor. 
"Yes, taste your wine and give us a coup­ 
let in its honor,” said a physician of note, 
aud the protests aud persuasions ran arouud 
the table. 
I took the glass and held it up to tlie light. 
" It is a beautiful color, what a pity that anv- 
thiug which so pleases the eye can injure the 
soul ! 
I cannot give you a couplet in its 
honor, I can only wonder that a mother can 
dare, with her own hands, to make wine and 
set it before her son, and ask God’s blessing 
upon her table.” 
My hand and voice trembled, and silence 
fell on the guests, which was brokeu by the 
minister who said grace. "I am not so sure,” 
lie said, "that the reproof is unneeded to any 
of us. 
Some day the question of wine using 
will be the question before the American peo­ 
ple. 
The abuse of it lias become so great a 
source of wrong that the women are going to 
take it up hs bravely as this young lady has 
to-night, and they will force tlie men into 
the fray with them .” 
"I hope not in my day,” said tlie hostess, 
while her eyes Hashed with vexation. 
Little 
did she dream of tlie sorrow which even then 
loomed tip in her horizon and which came 
through strong drink. 
My relatives were indignant, aud on our 
arrival at their home, upbraided me very 
plainly for my insult to the hostess. 
"B ut,” I said, “ they forced me to declare 
my position. I would have kept silent if they 
had not insisted on my speakigg.” 
44A ll! but you did not know that Mrs. Mer­ 
cer’s son had become fond of whiskey while 
he was ill, and she made the wine purposely 
for liis use to keep him from using stronger 
liquor.” 
"8he thought a tiger was less dreaded 
than a lion; there she is mistaken; the tiger 
is the irrepressible man-eater; tlie lion captur­ 
es other game when lie can.” 
"B ut she knows well that her son would 
have died except for tlie whiskey the doctors 
gave him. 
He was in that awful railroad 
accident at W est Bend, und lay for hours 
under the broken truck of tlie car he was in; 
he was so crushed that he begged of the men 
to kill him, and if lie could have killed him­ 
self he would. 
He was unconscious when 
they got him out, at last, and nearly frozen 
as well, for the wreck occurred just after a 
heavy snow storm. 
He is only just beginning 
to walk about town now and it is nearly a 
year since he was hurt. 
"The doctors, I suppose, fed him on whis­ 
key all that time ?” 
" * it was necessary, don’t you see ?” 
" I confess I do not see the ueccssity.” 
"You are a fanatic, and you have mortified 
us beyond forgiveness, by showing the fact 
iu a public way.” 
" I ask not forgiveness, I have done no 
wrong.” 
"You could have tasted the wine out of 
courtesy and have keep still.” 
" I could have violated my principles and 
have lost an opportunity to defend the right, 
aud have lent my influence to the wrong. 
"Fudge and nonsense, priuciple indeed, to 
upset tlie pleasure of the entire party in such 
a—I must say it—vulgar way.” 
" I might retort by saying that to all princi­ 
ples there are some who take exceptions; but 
it is useless to discuss tlie matter now; you 
are vexed, and we will drop the subject for 
the present.” 
A few days later I left the city, and in a 
year learned that young Mercer had died in 
a fit of delirium tremens, the third attack in 
three months. 
A fter the recovery from the 
first and second attacks, he had cursed the 
doctors for saving his life after the accident: 
had bitterly upbraided bis mother, and bad 
preached such a crusade against liquors as 
frightened some mothers and sisters so that 
they banished the deceitful fiend from their 
homes,, but his poor, abused, diseased body 
could not rally, even with the strong effort 
of his will, for he did not ask God’s help, 
uor reach out his feeble hands, to clasp that 
of the Ever Strong, Ever Willing. 
I know not whether the widowed, child­ 
less mother yet lives, whether she joined in 
the movements against this arch enemy of all 
human progress, and human happiness, but 
I do know that the clergyman who at that 
dinner invoked the grace of Our Father is a 
stroDg temperance man to-day,and his sons and 
daughters walk in his footsteps, and he dates 
his conversion to the grand truth of which 
he is an able advocate, to my refusal to drink 
that glass of home-made wine.

The conference which bas been held on the 
subject of the bounties upon sugar for ex­ 
port has lieeu brought to a satisfactory issue 
by the conclusion of a convention for their 
alxilition, which has been signed by the rep­ 
resentatives of most of the sugar producing 
countries. 
The restoration of Egypt to a 
condition of political and financial security

Tile statistics of the General Land Office 
sliow thut during the lls, a1 year ended June 
80. lM.sM, the government disposed of 16,319,- 
076 acres of the public domain under the 
homestead, pre-emption and forest land laws. 
This would make 163.190 farms of IOU acres 
each, capable of supporting not less than one 
million people. 
The amount disposed of in 
the last eight years is 124.000,000 acres, 
which means probably an addition to the 
population of not less than 7,0**0,000. 
Tile greatest progress lias been made in the 
Northwest. 
In the eight years mentioned 
59,804,600 acres have been disposed of in 
Nebraska, Minnesota. Wisconsin uud Iowa, 
and in Dakota, Montana and Wyoming ten i 
tories. 
In Kansas, Missouri, Colorado and 
New Mexico 29.768.000 acres were sold and 
located; in California, Oregon. Nevada, and 
the territories of Washington, Idaho, Utah

Byron W hittaker, son of the owner, w ife aud 
child, fqst Door; Charles Fanning, express 
agent, wife and child, second floor; Mrs. WH 
bam Patterson, anti A. Goldsmith aud wife 
the third floor. 
Mr. Goldsmith and wife are 
in Long Branch, N. J., on a visit. 
Their 
six children were left in care of a Mrs. Eliza 
Ann Van Etten and lier grandson, W aller 
Ostrander. 
Alonzo Markle’* stoic w as stain in a sheet 
of flame after the report of the tirst explosion 
had I teen heard by residents near by. 
It was 
said that the tire was roused by red-bot coals 
tieing scattered over the store, the stove 
having burst, presumably front gas. 
The sec­ 
ond retort was produced by a tank ti I l«-d with 
kerosene oil exploding. Alt alarm was sound­ 
ed and Drome ii hastened to the scene, but the 
Dames had gained such headway nothing 
could la* done to save lite building. 
It had 
burned only a short time w hen the second ex 
plosion occurred, which sent the front wall 
crashing Into the street.

I was 
a "radical” then, although ii was years be­ 
fore the "crusade,” amt I was a very young 
woman to brave criticism, but my gl;u3 sat 
unmolested. 
"Y ou seem to Im vc nothing to say, and we 
exiled a bon mot from y o u ,” said a neigh 
bor. 
"Yes, taste your wine and give us a coup­ 
let in its honor,” said a physician of note, 
and the pretests aud persuasions ran around 
the table. 
I took the glass and held it up to the light. 
" It is a tieauiiful color, what a pity that any­ 
thing which so pleases the eye can injute Hic 
soul ! 
I cannot give you a couplet in it* 
honor, I can only wonder that a mother can 
dare, with her own hands, to make wine and 
set it Iwfore her son, and ask God’s blessing 
upon lier table." 
My baud and voice trembled, and silence 
fell on the guests, which was broken by the 
tum bler who said grace. "I n u not so sure," 
he said, "that the reproof is unneeded to any 
of us.
